The Aot pro- 
vides (section 28) "The uouiuer of Sec- 
tors Bball not at any ttmo oxoeed 
Bovonty-eight," and tho subsequent ap- 
pointment of two for Manitoba ant) 
ihico for British Columbia has already 
broa°bt the number within oue ol tho max is 
mum. Appointments mo made to the hen- 
ate by the Uovtmor General and are lur 
lile— uukm, indeed, tormiDBied by sonio ona 
or oiher ol tbe dii-qualiiicutions euumeraied 
in Ibe Act. Aecoiding to the terms upon 
which Btitiah Columbia was united wuh 
Canada, it.it Province is emiiled lo «enJ 
three Senators, nod, bb the reader U doubiltam 
aware, lUoy have been duly appointed and 
are as follows .—For the Mainland, thu 
Hoo It VV VV (Jairull uud tbe Hun C F Core- 
wall Far the Island, the Hon VV J i no- 
dona'ld. All three have ueoeptod, and il 
wuBtouavH been expected that ull would 
be prepared to repair to Ol'uwa upon the 
meeting ol Failiauient, and be loonJ al 
their post waicbing and gnardiott tba in- 
totems of the Pacibo Province. We regret io 
bear, however, thai the pnvaio alUirs of Mr 
Cornwall may pievont bnj aitonduiice til O - 
tawa duriny lbs approaching eesei n. Ibe 
terms of the Ael conaiii a i i iho Senuie 
enable a member of ibul body lo bo abator 
during one BOeeioo without thereby Vacating 
or lorleiling bis seal ; yet the oaee ot B'itiab 
Coluuibtu ib 60 peeunur 'ind the reasons fur 
all her lepreeeniativcs being in then plncus 
during iht coraiog «e.«mon are so oogeui thai 
ii is extiemtiy oudi8iiablu- uny one ol ihe 
niue gHoold lahe advantoge ol that prori- 
Bi'on in tlie consiituuou ; aod, aa hua already 
been intimated in these columns, if Mr 
Cornwall now G;.de it impossible lo attend 
to bis eeuaieribl duuee it would really ap- 
pear to be bis imperative duty to resign so 
that his place at Ottawa may bo filled by 
Bomeone else. At a time when tbe greal jo- 
teretts of ibe Puciiio Piovioce are in the 
tender bud and demand the moat careful arid 
earnest alleulioo, no ono who has vulun- 
inrily accepted such an imporiant responei- 
biinyhasa right to expect that the people 
will tolerate a subordination of public duties 
lo prtvato interests. Bril eh .Columbia ex- 
poets and has a ri«ht to expect, thai every 
one of'tier nine delegates will be io their 
places al the Capital, not only to guard her 
interest, but to support a Minimry lowborn 
she owesBomuob and frcin whom she ex- 
pects si) much. Taking tho appointment* bb 
tbey stand al present, it may not be alto- 
gether nroifis to glance at the geutlemeft 
who bavo been elevated to the Canadian 
House of Lords (without the title): Con> 
moecins wiib the Hon Dr Canal), the ap- 
pointment would appear to be a most happy 
one and it cannot tail to be regarded with 
universal satisfaction ibioaghout tbe coun- 
try. A native of the county ol Oxford, 
Ontario, Dr Carra'l arrived In ihia oountry 
in 1802. In 1864 be gavf np the import- 
ant position ol Medical Officer to tbe Cod 
Company al Nanaimo to Beek his rortuoe 
in Cariboo, Both Bt Nanaimo and al Cari- 
boo he was a zealous preacher of t . .cdera- 
tion, and in the latter place be was chiefly 
instromeutal in moulding public opinion in 
that direction. Cariboo elected him to the 
Legislature of 18G8-9 as its representative, 
and in 1870 be was, in cor.juteuon with Hie 
Hon Dr Uelmcken, called into the Extc- 
tive hb oue ol Governor Mufgravc's advisers | 
and both in the Exeeuiivo and in the Legis- 
lature he took a prominent part lu tbe mos 
tnration and consummation of tbe scheme ol 
union with Canada. In the spring nf tbe 
latter year be was appointed one ot me three 
Delegates to negotiate . termt of unit n at 
Ottawa. Returning to the Colony lie wub 
re-elected to rep eseut Cariboo in the ' six- 
by-niue' Legislature, and during the only 
seision held under that co- amotion betook 
en active pari in the ru'.ilicalioo ot tbe 
Treaty oi Otmwa. Few meu bavo more 
fully earned poli'ioul honors than Dr 
Cariall; and he will bring to hi< new and 
important duii.s nsiuerublo Legislative 
and Executive experience, a thorough know, 
ledge of ihe Pruvi'ice and the lollesl coi.fl.

We have reason 
to believe that the Write wero leaned Bt tho 
earliest posaiblo moment that tbe law wonld 
allow, thnt they wero made returnable; eoanrr 
than oirouinsiaucua would admit, thai ibo 
extension of time for their return wa« en 
absolute necessity, and that tberoisno good 
raaBou for believiifj that Iho meeting of lie 
Legislature has boen fixed one day later 
Ibau Ihe exigences of tho case demanded, 
and we may be permitted to ad:! that no 
one in the Province is baiter uwars ol tho 
facie thuD our l eal contemparary. While 
sincerely rogrettiog Ihe lateness of tbe 
elections and of Ihe meeting of the Legis- 
lature, we can have no sympathy with those 
who would heap uomeriied blame and cen- 
rure upon the Executive, and endeavor to 
create public prejudice against it nt tho expen e 
ol truth. It is lo be luared tbnt tUoro will 
be plenty of c*u?e lor complaint, without 
having recourse to fiction aud uaisrepreBen- 
laliuo.

GKrVTI.EMEW :— In response to tho solicitation of 
a number prominent gentlemen residing In the differ- 
ent soi tlemenin of v, ur Ulectoml District to oCfor myself 
an a candidate to roprcsont your intorests In tbs House 
ol Commons, I bavo, after niaturo consideration, sou- 
eonled to do so, and have now tho honor to solicit your 
suffrage!) at the approaching election. 

Ths moasures that a member oi tho House of Commons 
may bo called on to deal with belug dill'eruut from those 
of a inombor ol the local legislature, being iu their na- 
ture more uatiouai, ii is doubtless expected that I, as a 
candidate, should advert to al least sowo ol them thut 
moro dlrcclly concerns jour interests. 1 will say, thou, 
that having been one of the uarlicst advocates oi a Ca- 
nadian Transcontinental Railway, 1 shall, II elected, con- 
aider il to be my paramouut duty In view of making il a 
grand national success, to Insist that tbo Terminus shall 
boat Esquimau, aud that the line shall traverse tho en- 
tire Soutli-Eosterti Coast or the Islaud from Johnson 
Straits.

As the Dominion now possesses exuluslvuly the right 
to inaunge our postal anil telegraphic affairs, I shall en- 
deavor to sooure for the Eastern Coait a hl-wcekly mall 
steamer ol a superior class to Ihn one now l'ljing on ihe 
coast, — aud also butter mnl> Incllllies in each seitlementj 
nnd aH I deem It to bo of great Importance commercially 
to havu the most rapid means ul liuastnltt'ng iulolli- 
gcrco between Naaalmo and Victoria, 1 shall urge on 
tlio Kodoral Government tho Importanco ol the early con- 
struction ol a telegraph Una to counocl the two principal 
towns in '.be province.
